RESOLUTION 


New Delhi, the 22nd September 1056 

No, F.4(3)-NS/56.—In the context of the increasing importance of the National 
Savings Movement and the substantial contribution to the resources of the Second 
Five Year Plan, expected from Small Savings, a need has been felt of organising 
in a more effective manner the public co-operation which has been extended to 
it so far. In the Women’s sector, the Central Advisory Committee of the Women’s 
Savings Campaign has been functioning in this direction since, 1053, and 
Advisory Committees have been formed recently in certain States also towards 
this end. It has now been decided by the Government of India to have an All- 
India Committee formed at the Centre, which would co-ordinate the activities 
of the State Committees and give the benefit of its advice and active co-operation 
to the Government of India, in the running of the Movement. The Committee 
will be known as the National Savings Advisory Committee and will have its 
headquarters in Delhi.

(iii) to advise the Government on specific organisational and publicity matters 
relating to the National Suvjngg Movement which may be brought to ns 
attention.
